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LIVERI-OOL, Jan. 23.-Dr. Talmage, in 


• recent letter to his multitudinous 
friends, has desci ibed in his own peculiar 
stylo our strange and interesting experi- 
ence while sheltered from the inclemency 
of (he weather beneath the roof of one of 
the many mud houses that constitute the 
ambitious Bedouin settlement know as 
"Tho Village of the Sun." 80 exceeding- 
ly solicitous of the reverend gentleman's 
welfare were the two dusky wives of our 
amiable host, that their bright eyes were 
continually employed watching his move- 
ments from an opening in the wall at the 
further end of tho hovel, large enough to 
enable them to alternately poke their 
heads into the room itself, until the 
candles were extinguished and the ensu- 
ing darkness rendered futile further 
efforts in that direction. It was our first 
night in Syria and a never to bo forgot- 
ten night it was. 


Early dawn the next morning found 


us in our saddles ready for the journey 
to Damascus, the most ancient city on 
tho face of tho earth. 
Wo were on the 


most ancient of all highways, once the 
scene of tho pursuit by Abraham of 
Cliedorlaomer, and many centuries after 
of Saul's memorable journey whilo on 
his bloodthirsty mission to persecute and 
extirpate the early Christians. 


We ascended a shoulder of Mount Iler- 


mon, eight thousand feet above the Med- 
iterranean sea, and near the reputed site 
of the scene of Transfiguration. 
From 


this great elevation we enjoyed tho com- 
mand of our best view of Palestine. 
Tho Jordan and tho Dead sea wuro 
plainly visible, while before us in tho 
distance lay Damascus, shaped like a 
spoon, and surrounded by those beau- 
tiful olive and orange groves which 
give color and substance to the claim 
that the garden of Eden occupied that 
%erysite. At our right Mount Hcrnion 
continued to rise five thousand feet 
higher than the place on which we were 
standing. A largo portion of the snow 
crowning its summit finds its way daily 
to Damascus, there to be Havered with 
lemon and orange and pineapple and 
niolon, after which it is served in the 
daintiest of dishes to tho inmates of in- 
numerable harems. Nowhere in all Syria 
lire tho inhabitants more intolerant than 
in the Tillages that lie between Mount 
Jlerrnon and Damascus, or moro devout 
Jn tneir religious duties. The sight of a 
Christian immediately results in all man- 
ner of manifestations of displeasure and 
contempt, and any expression reflecting 
ou Mohammedanism is sure to result in 
an explosion of wrath. Everywhere we 
found Moslems engaged in prayer, and 
ED formalistic are they in their devotions 
that they keep a strict account of the 
number of prayers offered, and should 
for any reason or other there be an omis- 
sion of the numerous prayers required of 
tlie faithful, at tho very next devotional 
exercise tho service is repeated as often 
as may be necessary to make up for tho 
di flciency. 


As it appeared quite evident that wo 


could not reach Damascus traveling at 
the customary gait, we wirud for a car- 
riage to come and meet us at Katana, j 
near which, tho inhabitants insist, is the 
site of Saul's marvelous vision and mirac- 
ulous conversion to Christianity. While 
there may be some doubt as to the par- 
ti c-ular spot where that ever memorable 
event took place, there can be no ques- 
tion as to its having occurred somewhere 
Jn that immediate neighborhood, no other 
ro.id loading from Jerusalem to Damas- 
cus. With the aid of the carriage, which 
came promptly as ordered, we were en- 
abled to accomplish our object; and 
while the setting gun was gilding the 
housetops and minarets we rode along 
the banks of tho Abana, that divides Da- 
mascus its entire length. 


The first impression one gets of Damas- 


cus is an exceedingly favorable one, and 
the principal approach to it is perfectly 
beautiful. 
Even in December the luxu- 


riance of the foliage of the gardens along 
which we passed to enter the city defies 
description, and the deep glades with 
their pretty houses, the roofs of which 
are below the level of the well graded 
road, which is completely shaded by ma- 
jest ic trees planted on either side, present 
a ec-ene that an abler pen than mine may I 
shrink from describing. A Mohamme- 
dan mosque stands at the very entrance 
of this approach, and here daily are fed 
the poor of the city at the expense of the 
chu roh. It was already quite dark when 
wc entered the city, and within a few 
minutes thereafter we found ourselves 
comfortably housed in the finest hotel 
Damascus can boast of. And no to jan 
hoti-1 it was. In fact, it was the first ho- 
tel since we landed at Joppa that had a 
comfortably warmed dining room. Af- 
tar a sumptuous dinner we lingered 
a while at the table and engaged 
with

on the intolerance of the Turks and 
the innumerable obstacles they 
put 


in his way. 
Among other things they 


refused him the privilege to have win- 
dow H facing the street unless they were 
closely latticed, and hence the front 
rooms are almost entirely dark. 
Imme- 


diately oft* the dining room he showed 
us another about fifteen feet square, 
whit h was rendered absolutely useless 
by an order of the governor to wall up 
the windows. If the Turks dared to do 
it tin y would repeat, he said, the mas- 
sacre of I860, when over 6,000 Chris- 
tians were ruthlessly elain by merciless 
honli-s, who first set fire to their houses 
and t lien hewed them down as they fled 
from the flames. 


Although the largest of the cities of 


Turkey in Asia, Damascus is likewise one 
of the dirtiest and most fanatical; and 
y«?t, in spite of its filth, it U very at- 
tractive. Its bazaars are wonderful, and 
contain the most beautiful fabrics in be- 
wildering profusion. But shopping la 
not enjoyable, as in our American cities. 
The ladies of our party were spit upon 
and frequently treated with other ex- 
pressions of marked contempt because 
they appeared unveiled on the streets. 
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Kven tljo Turkish women join the wen 
in these demonstrations, and a visit to 
any of the shops was sure to draw a cu- 
rious crowd. Deformities of all kinds 
are shamelessly exhibited and specimens 
of elephantiasis, which causes limbs to 
a .veil to almost incredible proportions 
and covers them with sickening, fester- 
ing sores, are exposed at street corners. 
Ine dirty appearance of most of the 
houses found curious illustration in the 
ri-i>ly elicited l,y an inquiry of tho writer 
an to the location of a bank. "There," 
said the informant. 
"Do you see that 


h'mseon the next corner? Well, right 


to it is another with clean windows, 


and that is the bank." 


Naturally the "Street called Straight," 


which is said to 1x3 the oldest street 
known, interested Dr. Talmage greatly 
anil thither wo drove the morning after 
our Hi-rival. It never waa a rcry straight 
stieet, but recently it has actually been 
stiaightened out, and now deserves its 
nil me. 
A large portion of it is devoted 


to the use of bhops, which form part of 
th" bazaars, and is covered in order to 
m ike (.hopping practicable and compara- 
tuely plea.saiit during the rainy season. 
Tln-rc, also, wo found the house on the 
wall, from a window of which Paul was 
let down in a basket to escape the wrath 
of the unbelieving Jews. The house of 
N.'iainan the leper, on the site of which 
tin TO i.s now a house of lepers, is not far 
di.stunt. Opposite the house on the wall 
is the tomb of George, the porter who 
ulN'tted Paul's escape, as tradition says, 
at the expense of Ins life. 
i 


No eastern city can boast of more min- 


ants than Damascus, and five times 
daily theory resounds from each: "God 
isUodand Mohammed is his prophet," 
which constitutes a call to prayer to all 
failhful Moslems. Near every minaret 
there are shops for the sale o"f camel's 
iric.it, of which every devoted follower 
of the prophet makes a meal onco each 
your, lingo BiJuu of this meat aie Imnjy 
out arid attractively ornamented with 
gai lands of colored paper similar to those 
use.l for the ornamentation of Christmas 
tret s. In addition each quarter ((ears 
the government tax stamp imprinted in 
pink nnd plainly visible. The Koran 
prescribes tho use of camel's meat, be- 
cause Mohammed when a shepherd fre- 
quently subsisted on it. It is very pop- 
nlai with the poor people on account of 
its i xoeeclmg cheapness, and it is said to 
be as tough as it is cheap. 


V\e remained in Damascus three days 


and then left for Beyrout, the most Chris- 
tian city in Asia, passing on our way out 
the spot where the Moslems claim that 
Cain slew Abel, and also the hill from 
the dust of which God is said to have 
made man, after consulting Mohammed 
as to the advisability of so doing, a pro- 
ject to which the prophet certainly must 
have been quite agreeable, as present 
circumstances seem to indicate.

Incidents of the Journey from 


Beyrout to Constantinople. 


A HANDSOME AND TllltlVINU CIT

LIVERPOOL, Jan. 23.—Probably tlv 
riftc'st anil pleasantest diligence service 


in the world 13 that from Damascus to 
Beyrout. A French company owns am 
manages it, and it would be needless to 


contrast to any enterprise conducted by 
tho unspeakable Turk. 
The road be- 


tween the two cities is in excellent con- 
dition and is a marvelous bit of engineer- 
ing, crossing the mountains of Lebanon 
nt a hi'ight of 7,000 feet. Six horses are 
harnessed to each conveyance, and these 
are changed every liour. The trip is of 
fourteen hours' duration, so that eighty- 
four horses are brought into use be- 
fore its completion. 
With the excep- 


tion of the beauty of the 
scenery, 


which increases in attractiveness all the 
way, tlicro is nothing of special interest 
within tho hundred and twenty miles 
along which the road extends. The villas 
which dot the approaches to Beyrout are 
surrounded by gardens of rare beauty, 
giving evidence of the good taste and 
ample means of their owners, most of 
whom are merchants in the city. The gas 
jets illuminating Beyrout were the first 
we had seen since leaving Athens. They 
afford* d expectations of its appearance 
by daylight, which happily we found to 
lie fully justified. Beyrout is a handsome 
city containing about a hundred and 
twenty thousand inhabitants, a large per- 
centage of whom are Christians and civil- 
ized according to the highest European 
Btandai d. These have gained a solid foot- 
ing in Beyrout, which accounts for its 
being the most attractive city of all 
Turkey in Asia. Dr. Talmage was en- 
tertaini'd royally by the American col- 
lege, ai.d during our stay preached in the 
American church loan audience so large 
ns to severely tax the capacity of that 
handsome edifice. 
The date of the ser 


vice was Christmas eve. 
Whether for 


this reason or in honor of the officiating 
minister I know not, but the church was 
decorated in a tasteful mariner, and the 
music rendered during the service would 
have elicited favorable comment in any 
leading church at home. Mrs. William 
E. Dodire had arrived recently at Bey- 
rout, on a visit to her son, who is the 
head of American church affairs in the 
city. Site was delighted to meet Dr. 
Talmngi'. of whoso movements she had 
kept hfiself well informed. 


On Christmas day we started on the 


journey homewards. Our parting from 
those wlio had accompanied us in various 
capacities during our pilgrimage through 
Palestine and Syria was full of sadness 
and tenderness. 
The guide was affected 


deeply, and we shall never forget his 
prayer invoking for us divine protection 
and heaxenly benediction during the re- 
mainder of our trip. 
After our property 


had been inspected and our baggage 
thoroughly overhauled by tho revenue 
officers, who collected 1 per cent, duty 
on all purchases made in their own coun- 
try, we entered a rowboatand were taken 
over to the Pandora for a seven days' 
trip on the blue Mediterranean. 
Three 


days would have been an amply suffl- 
sient time for reaching Constantinople 
by a fast steamer, but as passenger traffic 
Between the two cities is but incidental 
and carrvine freight the main considera- 


tion, the ship stops at all ports of impor- 
tance and the cargo is exchanged as the 
demands of trade may require. 
But a 


more interesting trip than this particular 
one, with its frequent interruptions, af- 
fording opportunities to go ashore and 
make observations on an average of once 
a day, cannot be imagined. 
Our first 


stop was at the island of Cyprus, where 
Larnica, an interesting city of nearly 
twenty thousand inhabitants, was the in- 
ducement to disembark. 
The Greek 


ch urch, w hich claims the torn b of Lazarus 
as one of its attractions, was visited first. 
Here, it is said, Lazarus was buried after 
tlying tlie second time, but the claim 
icsts solely on unsupported tradition. 
After this we visited the scene of Gen. Ui 
O&nola's excavations, which, we learned, 
were interdicted by thegovernment. We 
bought a number of beautifully colored 
tear bottles, of wjiich only a few survive 
the energetic offices of the baggage mas- 
ter. 
At Liiua&ol, where we did not dis- 


embark, we enjoyed tho pleasure of re- 
coiving on boaid a Grecian bride and 
groom who, during the balance of tlie 
trip, treated us to Moody and San key's 
hymns sung in modern Greek. Between 
Liuiasol arid Smyrna, the next stop- 
ping place, lay Rhodes and Patinos 
(this is the island on which St. John 
wrote the Book of 
Revelation) and 


Samoa. Every moment of the time not 
necessarily required for refreshment and 
Bleep was tpcnt on deck, and with Dr. 
Talmage as a commentator, the islands 
and hills of the prospects opening before 
us were repopulated as of old and their 


1 glorious history re-enacted. 
The weath- 


• or was simply grand and tlie scenery en- 


chanting. Frequently away off among 
the mountains rainbows took their start 
and rose iu graceful curves along the 
sky, further ornamenting and beautify- 
ing what nature had already rendered 
buwildoriiigly glorious. 


We reached Smyrna about 9 in the 


morning, -just too late, to rnrrOi tho train 
to Ephcbiis. But such a trifle as this did 
not at all diicourage us from making 
good our intentions of visiting a city of 
such great importance in Scripture. We 
chartered a special train and telegraphed 
in advance for Iwrses and lunch. At 
half past 9 our train started, rushing 
along with all the noise and confusion of 
u ligiitning express and tho speed of an 
ordinary American freight train. We 
arrived at Ephesus, a distance of forty- 


| eight miles, at twenty minutes past 1. 
| Soon after reaching the hotel we were 
' Boated on six of 
the 
most misera- 


ble nags limitliisgeneration can boast of, 
for tho Ubu of which we agreed to pay 
one dollar each. On our return after 
two hours, we men found ourselves each 
compelled to pay a dollar and sixty cents, 
nnd tu-o dollars for each of the horses 
ridden by the ladies of the party. When 
we remonstrated with our host on tlie 
overchaiges, he quietly informed us that 
tho use of the horses was one dollar for 
each one, but this price did not include 
tin- jiuu oi tuc sauules, waich was iill™ 
francs for an ordinary one and five 
francs each for those used by the ladies. 
I give this in illustration of the trickerv 
of the Turk.

A visit to Ephesus pays. 
The old Ro- 


man aqueduct, with its innumerable 
stork nests, is the first object of antiquity 
that one sees in the city. After that 
there is no end of attractions. 
Even the 


very hedges teem with broken statuary 
and choice specimens of sculpture, which 
are used as com mon stones. The gigantic 
ruins of the Temple of Diana are impos- 
ing in the magnificence of their pro- 
portions, and their magnitude we found 
to exceed all that we had seen else- 
where. In comparison with them the 
Parthenon of Athens is as a village to 
a city. Two hundred and twenty years 
were spent in building the structure, 
and 
no 
known 
edifice 
has 
ever 


equaled it in dimensions or grandeur. 
Beautiful specimens of the sculptor's art 
abound in the ruins. The ruins of tha 
theatre, which was once the scene of the 
great uproar recorded in Acts xix, en- 
able one to form a pretty definite idea of 
what the building must have been at the 
time when it had a capacity for over 
fifty thousand visitors; and the stadium, 
or race course, afforded accommodations 
for no less than seventy-five thousand 
spectators. 
It still exhibits the terraces 


which were cut in the rock for the con- 
venience of its frequenters. But I must 
not linger longer amid the ruins. 


After an excellent lunch, of which 


various delicious preparations of rice 
formed the principal part, we again 
boarded the 
train and 
returned to 


jinyrna, where the glad news a waited us 
.hat the Pandora would not resume her 
rip until midnight. This afforded us 
the welcome opportunity of viewing the 
city. We found Smyrna a delightfully 
clean and attractive place. Dr. Talmage 
•isited an every da> mission, where he 
:harmed the auditors with his matchless 
eloquence. 


The next morning found us at Myti- 


ene, 
where the American consul re- 


eived us cordially and insisted on show- 
ng us around, He presented us to Con- 
tantinos Valiadis, the Greek archbishop, 
nd to Faliri Bey, the Turkish governor.' 


The former of those dignitaries con- 


ersed with us in German and insisted 


on our partaking of Turkish Delight, the 
most popular because the most delicious 
of sweets, recommending it as a sure 
cure for dyspepsia, with which he had 
heard the American nation particularly 
was afflicted. 
The governor, who was 


fairly covered with diamonds and other 
precious stones, spoke perfect English. 
He invited us to inspect the Turkish 
fortress at Mytilene. Before we left he 
sent one of his servants out into his gar- 
den to pick the choicest oranges, which 
included, as a matter of course, the de- 
licious mandarin variety, for our refresh- 
ment. 


At all these places we had recently vis- 


ited, Paul had stopped. In Ephesus for 
three years he "ceased not to warn ev- 
ery one night and day with tears." From 
Mytilene he Bailed to Saraos, and thus 
pursued his journey to the end. How 
full of interest these places were to Dr 
Talmage only he himself could tell. He 
delighted to roam about in them, and 
read habitually those passages in the 
Bible which made references to them. 
In the train on the way to Ephesus he 
read aloud the entire Epistle to the Ephe- 
sians, explaining its meaning as he pro- 
ceeded. 


Of our subsequent travels In Europe 


there is no necessity that I should write, 
the cablegrams published in the news- 
papers having kept the public fully in- 
formed regarding them. I therefore end 
here the recital of my experiences as his 
traveling companion with Dr. Talmage 
on his recent tour abroad.

Improved Tenements. 


Dr. R. S, Tracy, the registrar of records 


of the health department, has submitted 
to the board of health a report on the 
tenement house mor -lity of 1888, sup- 
plementary to a report made by him on 
the same subject in June, 1880, says The 
New York Medical Record. The doctor 
says that since the beginning of 1880 all 
tenement houses have been constructed 
under the supervision of the health de- 
partment, and the construction of rear 
tenements has not been permitted. The 
records show these things: 1. The death 
rate was lower during 1888 in houses 
standing singly ou a lot than where there 
were both front nnd rear houses. S. The 
death rate in houses built since 1888 was 
lower than in houses built before that 
time. 8. The death rate was remarkably 
lower in houses built since 1886, both for 
adults and children.—New York Letter

Warner's patent medicine establishment 
passed into English hands at a price of 
three millions and a half.

Mr. Wiman points out the exceeding 


care which our British cousins take to 
prevent loss. First they ascertain per- 
fectly the present and past condition of 
an industry that in offered them That 
done, when they buy, the now company 
is incorporated under the local laws of 
ilu own state. Men of solid standing in 
England are chosen as the officers of the 
company. Finally the American owners 
of the industry, those who have brought 
it to prosperity, are in all cases required 
to retain not less than one-third interest 
in it still and continue in active man- 
agement. 


The last la a wise and necessary pre- 


caution. Our native American popula- 
tion do not take kindly to the business 
methods of John Bull, especially his 
lordly assumption of superiority, as cer- 
biin corporations have found to their 
cost, when attempting to run their busi- 
ness with British clerks and managers. 


In answer to the query why the Ameri- 


can proprietors of so many successful 
business enterprises are willing to sell, 
II r. \Viinaii says that America is the 
country where capital is needed. Manu- 
facturing establishments and plants are 
enlarged at tho expense of their capital, 
and even tho largest proprietors are apt 
to be cramped for money.

thoy are willing to give capitalists a 
•hare in their business. One of the re- 
sults of tho vast influx of foreign capital 
will be to still more consolidate great 
business enterprises and diminish com- 
petition.

Tho Sen-lieu of lioilily Exercise. 
A French scientist, Dr. Fernand La- 


grange, has written a book, which has 
been published in English, on physicial 
exercise. 
The volume is called "The 


Physiology of Bodily Exercise." In it 
Dr. Lagrange tells us, as far as any one 
knows, just why exercise fatigues and 
why it does us good. 


With a scientific exactness to which 


we in America are too little accustomed 
Dr. Lagrange defines what he writes 
about. Breathlessness comes from an as- 
phyxiation of the blood. In running, 
for instance, the combustion in the 
blood which produces carbonic acid is 
heightened. More carbonic acid is made 
than can be carried off by the lungs, and 
it remains in the blood and produces 
respiratory distress, which the author 
calls a self intoxication. "The runner 
poisons and stupefies himself with the 
deadly gas evolved within himself by 
the violence and persistence of bis ef- 
forts." Breathlessness comes of doing a 
great quantity of work in a short time. 
When exercise does not produce breath- 
lessness we may say it is moderate. 


Quite different is muscular fatigue. 


One may become thoroughly fatigued in 
his muscles and sore and stiff without 
having once exercised to the point of 
breathlessness. What makes the mus- 
cular soreness which follows the exercis- 
ing of unaccustomed muscles?. Dr. La- 
grange says it comes of the secretion in 
the muscles of poisonous alkaloids. These 
are tho waste products formed by the 
unusual exertion of the muscles, and are 
in too great quantity to be carried off at 
once. Therefore they remain for a time 
in the flesh and produce stiffness. 
If, 


however, the same muscles are exercised 
again and continuously, the nerve stimu- 
lus becomes greater, and the injurious' 
secretions are not only carried off proper- 
ly, but the muscle increases in size and 
strength. Will power and physical cour- 
age are developed by physical exercise. 


Society people and those with little oc- 


cupation for their brains should learn 
fencing and exercising with elaborate 
gymnastic apparatus. Brain workers, 
on tl,o contrary, should pursue the sim- 
pler forms of muscular exercise, such as 
long walks, rowing aud running. Skip- 
ping and running will develop the chest 
admirably. 


Okra Cloth. 


That is what we may expect to have 


added to our textile fabrics ere long if 
the hopes of certain gentlemen are real- 
ized. Okra lias been for more than a 
century the favorite vegetable for soup 
in tho south, but recently it has been dis- 
covered that the stalk has a long, silky 
fiber which can be carded, spun and 
woven. 


In one respect the okra stalk has an 


advantage over either cotton or jute. I 
these wood and fiber are so mixed to 
gether that the wood must be thrashex 
out by an expensive process requirin 
much hand labor. In the okra, however 
tho wood surrounds the fiber and can be 
easily separated by machinery. A ma 
chine is already being prepared for th 
purpose. 


A factory in South Carolina has under 


taken to manufacture all the okra fibe 
that is brought to it, and a farmer in 
Edgefield says he can prepare it for th 
factory at a cost of a cent a pound. Th 
okra fiber is long, strong, yellowish whit 
and very glossy. 
It can be manufactur 


ed into ropo, bagging and cloth. In som 
parts of tho south this useful vegp.tahli 
grows almost without cultivation. 
I 


cloth is well as soup can be made from 
it, there will be another southern Indus 
try to be developed. 


James Lowth, a Chicago man, hag 


patented a new telephone which he claim 
will quite supersede the old one, becausi 
of greater effectiveness and Bimplicitr 
of construction. 
By means of it conver 


s&tion can be carried on over ordinar 
telegraph wires between cities hundred 
of miles apart. He calls his machine the 
etetho-telephone. The new telephone has 
no diaphragm, which is said to adapt i 
peculiarly to long distances. 
The com 


bined receiver and transmitter is no 
largo in size. The ear piece is placet 
against tho ear to receive the messages 
Whert the operator wishes to send a mes- 
sage he places the "transmitting button1 


against the side of his throat Then he 
talks. The muscular movement of the 
larynx as ho forms the words are sent by 
the button to the electrical parts of tbj 
machine and thence conveyed over th 
wires. Thus it seems that by the new 
telephone it is not the actual sounds that 
are transmitted, but the muscular move- 
ments that make the sound. 


It is proposed now to add another 


story to the elevated trains that travel 
upon stilts through the streets of New 
York and Brooklyn. The second story 
trains will run about on a level with the 
fourth floora of buildings along the 
streets. The nuisance of tho "L" trains 
is almost unbearable now, and when the 
principal streets are filled with dust and 
scaffolding to the tops of the houses 
those cities will be a sight to behold.

Chicago have both voted by heavy ma- 
jorities to revise the Westminster creed 
and catechism. These are two of the 
most important presbyteries 
in the 


Uuion, and the debates on the question 
of revision at times waxed hot and bit- 
ter. Rev. Dr. Briggs was one of the 
principal advocates of revision in the 
New York presbjtery. He said there- 
vision as proposed did not suit him ex- 
actly, but every good thing was a com- 
promise. The Westminster catechism 
itself had been in its time a compromise. 
But there were five things on which the 
revisionists would insist. They would 
blot from the confession the five fol- 
lowing points: 


Reprobation. 
The damnation of infants. 
The damnation of the heathen. 
The classification of Roman Catholics 


as idolaters. 


The statement that the pope is anti- 


christ. 


The doctrine that the Almighty has 


from the foundation of the world chosen 
part of the race to be reprobates eter- 
nally is the article of faith which troub- 
les believers most. 
The next great 


stumbling block ia acceptance of the 
statement that infants are damned be- 
fore they are born. Many Presbyterians 
seem to find a relief in ceasing to think 
that Roman Catholics are idolaters and 
the pope is antichrist. Rev. Mr. Strong, 
of the Madison Avenue (New York) 
Presbyterian church, declared it to be 
his private belief that the pope was anti- 
clirist, but he did not know whether a 
declaration to that eft'ect was necessary. 


There are in America traces of a kind- 


lier feeling growing up between Protest- 
ants and Catholics. 
There are even 


traces that in some points of belief the 
Protestants are tending toward the Ro- 
man faith, notably the growing belief 
in the efficacy of prayers for the dead.

paced conservative, yet he says the fu- 
ture of Canada must be annexation to 
the United States, because the two natr* 
rally b«long together.

Thereupon the French Academy be- 
stowed on the American author a rare 
compliment. They voted to him a prize 
of a thousand francs.

the Man Afraid ol' Women. He says he 
is "absolutely uncomfortable" when he 
tries to talk to women. He confesses: 
"I can't talk to women. In their pres- 
ence I am just as much a hypocrite as 
any other man, and it galls me that I 
must act, and be affected, and pared}" 
myself, for no earthly reason but because 
I think, with other men, that to speak 
and act otherwise would not be appre- 
ciated." 


The house of representatives has passed 


the bill for the construction of three 
United States penitentiaries. In these 
will be confined prisoners convicted by 
United States courts. One will be west 
of the Rocky mountains, the others prob- 
ably one each in the northern and south- 
ern states. One wise provision incor 
porated in the bill is that the prisons 
must be so constructed that the youth- 
ful offenders shall be kept entirely sep- 
arate from the hardened criminals. 


The decision at the Berlin competitive 


exhibition between Edison's phonograph 
and the German grammophone, that the 
grammophone is superior to the Ameri- 
can invention, fortunately does not make 
it the fact. The grammophone is an in 
strument similar to the phonograph, but 
of clumsier construction and requiring 
more machinery to work it. For practi 
cal work and commercial purposes the 
American phonograph stands still with- 
out a rival, German patriotism to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 


Corn Foods. 


It is hard to believe that the benighted 


peoples of Europe know not of corn 
muffins or flapjacks, nothing of sweet 
and delicious hoe cakes, or, heaven help 
them! nothing of golden brown, crisp 
fried mush and maple sirup. Yet such 
is the fact. They do not even have prac- 
tical knowledge of our national dish of 
hog and hominy. 


There is a prejudice hard to overcome 


against articles of food made from corn, 
During the Irish famine many barrels of 
meal were shipped to the starving people 
by benevolent Americans. The peasants, 
hungry as they were, took an invincible 
dislike to the corn bread, declaring they 
could starve more easily than to eat the 
"yaller male." 


An exhibition of American corn foods 


will be held in Edinburgh next May. The 
object of the display will be to show vis- 
itors to the exhibition the merits of 
Indian corn as a food. It is said the lord 
provost of Edinburgh takes a lively in- 
terest in the exhibit. If Indian corn 
foods can be popularized iu Europe it 
will give cheaper bread to the poor. To 
this end dishes made of corn will bo pre- 
pared iu attractive shape and set before 
the people. 


The foreigners will then learn for the 


first time how appetizing are cornstarch 
pudding, succotash, and corn on the cob. 
Pitiable indeed is the lot of that man 
who has never tasted these things. One 
point Americans must not forget, and 
that is to have an old colored aunty from 
the south to show all the world how to 
make corn bread. Nobody in the north 
knows how to make it properly, unless it 
be some one who learned from a southern 
cook.

A SKK'ICH. 


BRISTOL, VA., Feb. 22, 1890. 


EOITOU G/UKITK :—Many years ago a little 


German emigrant came to this country to 
mingle his unpretending destiny with the 
people of the great Republic. Through sonic 
mysterious influence he turned his steps to- 
wards Bristol, aud modestly presented him- 
self to the good will of our town, like a silent 
apparition. 
He was a cheery little limn, the 


epitome of good nature, with n frank, smiling 
countenance, where the simple virtue of hon- 
esty had placed its mark in clear and open 
type. Such i small bit of humanity seemed 
poorly fledged to cope with the stern reali- 
ties ot life where hard labor is the key that 
baffles the wolf, and where the struggle for 
existence requires the strong arms of toil. 
But hope was written in that sun-browned 
face as well MS honesty. There was hope in 
the smiling f ice and confidence in the man's 
soul. 
He ha I just enough knowledge of the 


English tongue to make known his primary 
want, and that want was an opportunity to 
work. 
It is the one thing that opens the 


door to all oiher needs and necessities, aud 
the cheerful little German, modest, shrink- 
ing, diffident, was not too modest to make his 
want known where it might be satisfied. He 
had probably never heard of Cnrlylc who 
said, "the mandate of God to his creature 
mnn is, Work." 
But he was heeding the 


injunction all the same. 


At that time Bristol was somewhat lively 


in its attentions to the coal trade. 
It was 


from this the town chiefly drew its breath of 
life. 
The canal was much more of a raging 


thing than it is to-day. It was a very ani- 
mated anthracite artery. The portable cli- 
mate was dmwn by swift mules in homely 
boats with two sections, which could not ytt 
be dignified with the name of "bargos." The 
bulk of these boats were unloaded at the va- 
rious wharves which then beautified the riv- 
er front, and the coal was re-shipped in ves- 
sels of a more pretentious character to other 
points, mostly eastward. 
Often these ves- 


sels—sloops, schooners, brigs—gave Ihe Del- 


ware a spirited and picturesque appearance.

cal examination. 


It is announced that Mrs. Harrison nan 


a sore finger, and consequently cannot 
shako hands with the thousands who 
como to her rcctptiouH. If the hand 
pumping at presidential receptions could 
be done away altogether it would'be an 
indication of progress. It is true that a 
president and a president's wife are no 
better than any other good Americans, 
and are as well entitled to grasp the 
hands of their fellow citizens as anybody 
clue. But the physical strain of shaking 
hands with a hundred thousand persons 
a year is something so formidable that it 
should not be exacted 
of anybody. 


There would be no snobbery or aping of 
effete despotisms in excusing the presi- 
dent and his wife altogether from it. 
Washington, first president and father 
of liia country, never shook hands with 
anybody at presidential levees. They 
were solemn affairs. 


The Sobering Machine. 


In the old time in Pennsylvania there 


was a regulator of public .morals that 
was worth all the vigilante and White 
Cap organizations on record. This wan 
the "sobering machine." 


The sobering machine was simply an 


ordinary wagon with the hind wheels re- 
moved. A long box wa« then nailed 
upon the axle over the front wheels. If 
a man was caught in the town drunk ho 
was placed in the box flat upon his back. 
Six sturdy and sober Pennsylvanians 
then applied their muscle to the machine 
uid gave the victim such a ride out of 
lown as he had never had before. It was 
also such a ride that he never wanted a 
second one. 


The same dose was given to the wife 


beater and the tramp. It was such good 
medicine that tramps came to shun the 
place an a plague infested spot. A ride 
like that in plain sight of his fellow men 
was calculated to make drunkard, tramp 
and wife beater shun a place that re- 
called such unpleasant memories. Pio- 
neer justice in this country is something 
the history of which has never been fully 
written. It would make interesting read- 
ing. A coat of tar and feathers was one 
of the condign punishments visited on 
those who trespassed. It was not un- 
common to crop the ears of horse thieves, 
that they might be recognized wherever 
they went. There are middle aged peo- 
ple in various parts of tho west and south 
who have seen in their childhood indi- 
viduals thus marked for life. 


Kll.ma NJaro. 


Two German explorers, Dr. Hans 


Meyer and Professor Purtscheller, have 
bad the thrilling experience of a climb 
to the topmost peak of Kilima Njaro, the 
great snow mountain of Africa, almost 
under tho equator. 


The mountain is volcanic in origin. 


About the foot of it is a plateau 14,450 
feet above tho sea level (nearly three 
miles). Even at this height the snow 
lino was not visible. Nearly half a mile 
further climbing brought them in sight 
of the first snow in the sheltered crevices 
of the rocks, 16,500 feet above the sea. 
The mountain side is rugged and savage. 
Three miles above the sea level at ono 
point is what is called the valley of gla- 
ciers, full of peaks and fields of ice, 
with tremendous clefts and fissures in 
them. When Africa is civilized, here 
will be a fortune to some enterprising 
American company—supplying ice from 
Kilima Njaro to the whole Dark Conti- 
nent. 


Oct. 0 the txvo explorers "bivouacked 


in the Lava cave," 15,200 feet above their 
fellow men. Next day they climbed the 
topmost peak of Kilima Njaro, 10,680 
feet high, and there planted tho German 
flag. Dr. Meyer proposes to call the 
point Kaiser Wilhelm peak. From this 
height the explorers looked into a vast 
volcanic crater girdled by a belt of ice. 
The description sounds like Eider Hag- 
gard's novels. The Kiba crater, as it is 
called, is 080 feet deep, and in the center 
rises a perfect volcanic cone, 600 feet 
hieh.
